An ordinance designed to give the City control over man-made 
changes in the topography of the land, particularly on hillsides, was 
given its first reading Tuesday night at a meeting of the City 
Council. 

Not forthcoming was the anticipated resolution of "interest 
and necessity" preliminary to an ordinance providing for an elec¬ 
tion to issue bonds for construction of a municipal swimming pool. 
This and several other matters pending were put over to next Tues¬ 
day, Sept. 15, when the Council will hold a special session. 

Await Precinct Boundaries 
T. Guy Cornyn, City attorney, 
explained that completion of 
the bond election ordinance has 
been held up by changes made 
by the county in precinct boun¬ 
daries. Request for a bond elec¬ 
tion was presented to the coun¬ 
cil by a representative of the 
Sierra Madre Swimming Pool 
Ass’n. 

Limiting by ordinance of ex¬ 
cavating and topography 
changes on hillsides was sug¬ 
gested as a flood control meas¬ 
ure by Councilman W. Murray 
Hawkins two weeks ago. 

Related Ordinance 

The possible need for an ordi¬ 
nance covering retaining walls 
was suggested at the same time 
by Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts. Such an ordinance, also 
setting forth full compaction 
and relative regulations, is be¬ 
ing prepared by the city attor¬ 
ney and if adopted will tie-in 
with the excavation. 

After hearing a request by 
Harold F. Pangborn, president 
of the Sierra Madre Lions Club, 
the Council moved that the club 
be permitted to rope off Kerst- 
ing Court the night of Sept. 18 
for entertainment purposes to 
open their White Cane Day 
sale, a feature of the club’s 
sight preservation project. 

Councilman Charles E. Louk 
made the approving motion 
contingent on the approval of 
the Chief of Police and pro¬ 
vision of police supervision. 

The council approved the is¬ 
suing of a license permitting 
the California Edison company 
to string wires across the rear 
of the Tarr property to the new 
Medical Center building now 
nearing completion. The Tarr 
property is located at the north¬ 
west corner of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Hermosa. 

Authorize Expenditures 

To be given further study is 
a recent petition from Ramona 
Ave. residents asking for street 
maintenance. City Administra¬ 
tor R. Merritt Baker explained 
that the street improvements 
have not been brought up to 
standards by the property own¬ 
ers at which city maintenance 
begins. 

An expenditure of $360 for 
construction of a six-foot by 
150-foot sidewalk on Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd., west of Hermosa, was 
authorized. An expenditure of 
$78 for cleaning the City Youth 
Hut, also was authorized.

LA County Health Office 
Verifies Typhus Case Here 


An old, established firm in 
Sierra Madre has a new name. 

With the installation of a 
new sign Sept. 1, Grant Chapel 
is now known as the Ripple 
Mortuary and Chapel according 
to an announcement by Sterl¬ 
ing T. Ripple, owner. 

Formerly associated with 
Harry Lange in the operation 
of Grant Chapel, Ripple bought 
his partner’s interest early this 
summer. 

His aim is to carry on the 
personalized service which long 
has distinguished the mortuary 
in its service to Sierra Madre, 
Ripple says. The fine reputa¬ 
tion of his predecessors has re¬ 
sulted in a continuing associa¬ 
tion with local residents as well 
as families who have moved 
elsewhere. 

The business was founded 
here in 1911 by Allen T. Gay 
and sold in 1921 to Ray A. and 
Lida P. Grant. It was operated 
by the Grants until 1931 when 
Grant passed on. Mrs. Grant 
continued in the business until 
1941. 

Harry Lange purchased the 
business that year and in 1946 
Ripple became an associate. 
The mortuary has been at its 
present location since 1916. 


Typhus reared its head again 
in Sierra Madre. It was the 
first new case since May # . 

Dr. C. C. Burski, Monrovia 
District Health officer of the 
Los Angeles County Health de¬ 
partment, reports that the 


young patient living in the 
neighborhood of South Baldwin, 
has fully recovered from the 
comparatively mild form of the 
disease. The case was reported 
to him on Aug. 25.' 

Transmitted By Rat Fleas 

The endemic murine typhus 
is transmitted by fleas from ro¬ 
dents which have or had the 
organism, pasteurella pestis, 
which causes the disease. 

Health department investiga¬ 
tors have inspected properties 
in an area surrounding the 
home of the patient for rat in¬ 
festation and harborages. Dr 
Burski says “considerable evi¬ 
dence of infestation and har¬ 
borages was found.’’ 

His department has issued or¬ 
ders to owners of such prop¬ 
erties that rat abatement meas¬ 
ures be taken and harborages 
and food sources eliminated. If 
such measures are not taken 
the County Health department 
can take punitive action, Bur¬ 
ski says. 

Area Includes 155,000 

The recent Sierra Madre 
typhus case is the only one 
known to the L. A. County 
Health department’s Monrovia 
district which covers an area 
of 155,000 persons. 

Sierra Madre’s two cases this 
year and 11 cases in Altadena 
less than two years ago mark 
the only incidence of murine 
typhus in the Foothill area in 
the 40-year history of the Coun¬ 
ty Health department, it is re¬ 
ported.

Dr. Steelman’s appearance on 
tonight’s program is a continu¬ 
ation of the Lions’ several- 
weeks of preparation for ob¬ 
servance Sept. 18 and 19 of 
White Cane Day. 

Oscar Willumsen, local White 
Cane Day chairman, empha¬ 
sizes the importance of early 
detection and treatment of ejfe 
defects in elementary school 
children. To this end the Lions 
Club several years ago pre¬ 
sented an eye-testing device to 
the City Elementary school, 
and, with funds raised in the 
1953 White Cane Day campaign 
hopes to purchase additional 
eye examining equipment for 
the school. 

Will Sell 2500 Canes 

It is hoped that Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans will purchase 2500 of 
the miniature White Canes. The 
sale will begin the night of 
Sept. 18 and continue through 
Sept. 19. 

Three musical organizations 
playing intermittently in the 
Square will call attention to 
the side-walk volunteer White 
Cane vendors the opening 
night. Merchants are being 
asked to remain open that 
night until 10 p.m. 

Dr. Daniel D’Arcy, local op¬ 
tometrist, has been consulted 
by the sponsoring Lions for 
suggestions as to additional 
equipment for the school. 

Sponsors point out while 
most eye problems and blind¬ 
ness cannot always be prevent¬ 
ed, but early correction and 
treatment is important to the 
general health and well-being 
of the child, it is emphasized. 

Frequent Examination

can cause maladjustment of the 
child, he adds. 

In his talk tonight Dr. Steel¬ 
man will discuss with the Lions 
methods of correcting visual 
brain patterns of children.

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Under-Cooked 
Turkey Can Be 
Health Menace 


Ascension Opens 
7th Year Sept. 16th

Turkey, a money-saving and 
profitabl item that is appearing 
more and more frequently on 
tiie menus of commercial eat¬ 
ing establishments, and also at 
club and church gatherings 
where food is served, can be a 
public health menace when it 
is served somewhat underdone. 
This was the warning issued to¬ 
day by Francis X. (Pat) Kemp, 
chief sanitarian, food and drug 
section, Los Angeles County 
Health Department. 

Many chefs, or the individu¬ 
als doing the cooking, are 
roasting turkey approximately 
8 minutes to the pound. Al- 
thought it is true that turkey 
may be sliced more easily with 
this short-time cooking, the 
danger of food poisoning is 
present when underdone turkey 
is eaten. 

Turkey, and some other fowls, 
are occasionally infected with 
Salmonella organisms and nu¬ 
tritional research has estab¬ 
lished that 15 t 20 minutes per 
pound is the required cooking 
time needed to assure the de¬ 
struction of these foods poison¬ 
ing germs. 

Food poisoning due to Sal¬ 
monella infection is usually 
evident in from 7 to 72 hours 
after the eating of infected 
food, and the illness may last 
as long as 10 days. Symptoms 
include severe diarrhea, vomit¬ 
ing, prostration and abdominal 
pain. The severity of the attack 
depends upon the degree of 
contamination and the amount 
of food that is eaten. 

During the last few weeks 
several outbreaks of food poi¬ 
soning hav occurred as the re¬ 
sult of under-cooked turkey, 
and one local incident resulted 
in illness for nearly 75 persons. 
So far this year, 199 cases of 
Salmonella food poisoning have 
been reported in the county.

LAWN FUNGI AND PESTS 

Even the most diligent gar¬ 
dener is often confronted by 
lawn diseases from spring until 
the end of the warm season in 
October. In fact, lawn diseases 
are so prevalent during this 
period, their occurrence casts no 
reflection on the gardener. To 
prevent serious damage, how¬ 
ever, they should be corrected 
before grass enters its fall dor¬ 
mancy period. 

pere are the characteristics of 
a few of the more common 
Jawn fungi and pests—and 
helpful suggestions in combat¬ 
ting them. 

Dollar Spot is distinguished 
by yellow to dirty write spots 
of dead grass, ranging in size 
from one-half to two inches in 
diameter. If not treated, “dollar 
spot” will enlarge rapidly. 
Chemical sprays, which have 
been developed to effectively 
counteract this fungus, are 
available in your nursery. Con- 
•suit your nurseryman and give 
him a description of the disease 
which has atttacked your lawn, 
and he will be able to advise 
you about a quick-acting spray 
you need. 

Copper Spot, which develops 
in warm sultry weather when 
turf temperatures range from 
65“ to 85° F., is similar to “dol¬ 
lar spot” in size and required 
treatment. It can be distin¬ 
guished, however, by its red or 
copper-colored spots'. 

Brown Patch creates circular 
or irregular patches varying in 
size from five to 20 inches. This 
fungus usually develops a dark 
smoky ring at the eidge of the 
dead grass, whiich distinguishes 
it from drought-affected turf. 
Chemical sprays which control 
this fungus need only be used 
when the affected area shows 
signs of spreading, as the 
patches may disappear as rap¬ 
idly as they develop. 

Sod worms, white grubs, skip¬ 
per butterfly larvae, which nest 
in warm grass, can be exter¬ 
minated with various chemi¬ 
cals, including DDT. Some re¬ 
ports, however, indicate that 
DDT will not control white 
grubs. 

As a result of these conflict¬ 
ing reports, some gardeners 
turn to lead arsenate, which is 
more powerful. But, lead arse¬ 
nate is so poisonous to humans 
and animals who touch grass 
sprayed with it, gardeners are 
advised to use it with extreme 
care—or avoid it entirely. 
Should lead arsenate be used 
. . . make absolutely certain 
that children are kept away 
from the area where it has been 
applied for at least two weeks. 

Arsenate dispensed as a 
spray is more effective than as 
a dust because of its adhesion 
and greater uniform distribu¬ 
tion. Gardeners with small 
lawns, however, may apply 
lead arsenate in solution with 
a sprinkling can with success. 

Do not apply lead arsenate 
without consulting your expe¬ 
rienced nurseryman—for best 
as well as safest results.
